dents Eljahs body, they mult with them feeke in Heauen, if 
cuer they will finde.. All honour comes from aboue, and 
there reſts, where the God of honouur places it: fo that hee 
mult be wonne by a godly life, beforerhat honour can bee 
obrained.. Belecue it (Brethren) nothing mends the Name, 
but what mendes the Soule : Nebachaarezzar may haue 
wealth, Achirophelywic, Herod ſpeech, Shebna a Tombe, Ahab 
all, and yer be baſe and contemptible.. Doeg may tawne, 
Diarrephes climbe,lezabe! paint, Abſalomplor,and yer leaue 
ehcir name as.2 cur{e : the{e, theſe things that grow out of riie 
dunrghill, or duft, willncuer build a name of honour, becauſe 
they will neuer worke any lite of grace. The onely way to 
honour 15 through vertue in the Heathens iudgement ; a 
ſpcech astrueas Truth it teltc, if we vnderitand it ofthe ex- 
ercile, not of moral] vertucs, but of taming grace.

24.we have two notable 
in{tances in one Chapter, to this purpoſe; the men are /oaſ/> 
and /ehoradah, the difference mnch betwixr thei ; the one 
was a King, the other a lubtect : in life this odds; the one was 
truly protrable and godly, the other contrary : in death 
therefore thus they are difterenced; lehorzdab waxed old, the 
other was rotten, betore ripe;znext Zehoradar dyed naturally, 
the other by a violent hand ; /eoiedah in the loue of all, the 
ether in the hatred of his ownc men; /el 9:a@ah buricd 2- 
morgtt the Kings the other denyed that honour : the reaton ? 
{e03adak (faith t}c Text) had done good in lirael, and to- 
wards God & his Houte, /o4/b neither, what is the inference? 
Surcly this, the memariall of che righteous 3s blefied, the 
; name 
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name of tic go.lly ſhall remaine foreuer, God hath allowed 
borh the good and the ba. their portion; the righteous hath 
2 double blething, the wicked a double curſe vpon his name. 
The blefſings are thete ; the name of the righreous is bleſſed, 
his memortall precious, his name a pertume : ſecondly, his 

remembrance 1s for cuer, Pſa/. 112. The curſes theſe, the 
name of the wicked rots, it quickly comes to nothing : 
while it lafts, it ſtinks like carrion, and at laſt js Jett as a 
curſe behinde him, as Eſay faith. What we heare {poken, we 
ſee executed in all ages. Conſuit with your owne experience, 
and tell me whether the names of Idohaters, Drunkards, A. 
dulterers, Swaggerers, be not rotten and accurled ; in deſpire 
of all Tirles, Othces, Policies, fauours whatfoeuer : whenm 
the meane, the righteous ng ances, cla- 
mours, impurations, and aſperſions) is of bleſſed name and 
memory. And if fo, feed vpon the Wind no longer, bujlq 
Babcls no more, lay no more foundations in Hell, whileſt 
youthinke roerct a building by flattery, baſeneſle, depen. 
dencic, lying, twaggering, &c. butgoc to the Lord of ho- 

nour, for laſting honour ; pray much, reade much, heare 
much ; honour him in all the paſſages of his worſhip, and 
you haue his word for your preferment : and as for men, bee 
to them as [ehor1d4h was,proficable, and they ſhall be to you 
as Iſracl ro him, mercifull. Ah the fruirfull liver findes mer. 
cy in his death, his conſcience fauours him, and heartens 
him vpon death irfſelfe : the Angels of God (thoſe Officers 
of Heauen ) comfort him, and terch him in all ſtate to his 
Crowne ; the Lord of glory receiues him with all honour, 
and puts vpon himthe glory of heauen ; the Saints departed 
regard him as part of themſelves, of Chriſt ; the Saints li. 
uing honour his name, and follow himto Heauen, with their 
toues and affections : the wicked haue a world of commen. 
dations for him, and the blind Balaawcan ſay, O that my end 
might be like his'Thus honor ,and happines(andn>thing elſe) 

abide vs hercafter, it now we can lay forth our ſclucs ro God 
and mans aduantage. But forthe wicked, who beſtow rthem- 
tclues in the world, like Drones in the Hiue, who either haue 


no calling, or doe no fezuice, andtowards God fo demeane 


them- 
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echemſelues, as if hey were his berters; ſcorning his children, 
ſcoffing at his Word, trarapling vpon his Name, his Sab- 
baths, his Worſhip ; lerth-em neuer deceive themſelues, their 
names ſhall ror,they ſhall find no fauour in death, their con- 
ſciences ſhall brawle them our of all quiet : men ſhall rifle in- 
co their liues; their whoredomes, treacheries, villanies (hall 
flie thorow the world; euery drunkard ſhall fit vponthem ; 
cucry rake-hell iudge them, cenſure them, l:bell chem. Inche 
meane, whileſt that the name is thus torne below, the foule is 
brought before the Tudge, conuicted, commitrted to hell, co- 
uered with ſhame, delivered vpto cuerlaſting contempt. O 
then be not curſed, bur bleſle\ : be happy, be honou:cd, bee 
well thought of in life, well ſpoken ofatterdearh ; be righte- 
ous, be humble, be ſeruiceable;rhis is the way as heauen tells 
vs; a Samwels life will draw on a Samvuels death, nothing 
elſe. 

In a ſecond place, ler this afford a double comfort to fruit- 
tull members, and faithfull Chriſtians : Firft, for themiclues, 
let them know that the world will change ere-long, the wic- 
ked, who haue now the applauſe, mult downe; the godly, 
who as yet are vnder ſhame, ſhall thine. The wicked (as one ,,.... ,. 
ſpeaks) are like hawkes, of great eſteeme while(t living, dur 4,90y. $1. 
after nothing worth:the godly(on the other fide)are compa- = 
red to tamer fowles, which are huſht forth, and little heeded 
whileft living; but after death are brought into the Parlor : 
Semblably, mm the dayes of life, impictic hath the hand : after 
death, the difference is as much bertiweene Sax! and Samwe!. 

Toa (hand Tehoiadah,as betwixcthe Faulcog & Capon, Hawke 
and Hen. Yeeld then (beloued) tothe worlds fonnes ; ler 
them haue the place, giuethem leaue to ſpeake ; the time will 
come when honour ſhall know its home, and innocencie 
haue its Crowne : all the wiles in the world ſhall notkeepe 
the wicked from contempr ; nor all the wits in hell rhe godly 
from honour. Samwels name may be oner-caſt and clouded 
for a time, but inthe end his light will ſhew it ſelte. Whilef? 
he is preſent, he is not valued, his ſonnes were naught, his 
place meane, his gouernment vile : but this is Sammets ho- 


nour, when gone, he is miſt; when dead, he is ſamented;all 11- 
rac! 
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rae! ftriues to doe him all honour : Bleſſed bee thatlife, t har 
cndsinſo oloriousa deatl:;thrice happy that man, whom An. 
gels,God,and ail men doe ſtriueto honor. Next forthe godly, 
triendsthey have, whereinto comfortthemlelues, foraſmuch 
as 2 holy lifeempries it (clfe into an honourable death. A crie 
Chriſtian may trauell in life vnder troubles and contemprs ; 
but marke his end, and you ſhall fnde (as pcace, fo) honour. 
When he is buricd, 2 truce and honourable Funerall is ſolem- 
nized ; mcn mourne, not inthe face, but in the heart; reſpect 
him not in ſhew, bur in truth; their conſciences reverence 
him, their ſoules finde a miſle of him : the Angels of Heauen 
man him in a goodly traine to Heauen; the Saints on earth 
follow him with greatelt afteCtionsto his graue: ſeuen, nay, 
thrice ſeuen yeares after the Funerall he isnor forgotten. Thus 
arethe men whom the great King loues, honoured : if any of 
ours haue performed ſuch a life, that he hath attained to Ch 
a death, there is no place for repining. If God ſlay eAaron, 
ſonnes, he muſt be filent : if he honours ours, ſhall wee mur. 
mur ? Whar, ſhall Be:he/part with a daughter; Labay with 
a filter, for an [ſacks ſake ? Shall Barzs#ilarin his age part with 
his ſtaffe, his ſonne, whenhe isto live in Davids Court ? Shall 
men and women beare with patience the abſcnce of deareſt 
friends, when it is for their outward preferment ? and when 
Chriſt would marry a child, preferre a friend, aduance our 
acquaintance, ſhould we ſtand off? No : if this be the worſt 
that death can doe tothe godly, to ſtrip himof his rags, and 
cloath him with robes ; to free him from all contemprs, and 
offeſle him of greateſt honours; to redeemme him trom all 
G——_ to crowne him with glory inthe hearts, mouthes, 
conſciences of men,in the face of Heauen and earth:lers never 
frowne vpon friends departure, bur rather fee (if poſſible) 
the meflenger of this good ridings, & bleſſe the Lord for our 
aduancements in theirs. Indeed (beloued) we weepe too faft, 
when teares denie ſight of mercies : in the death of Samwe! 
there is gaine to him,as wel as loſſe to vs; both ſhould be re- 
membred. I know many preſent ſenſible of the one; I ſhall 
be wronefull to conceale the other. Truth it is, there is fallen 
@ great manin Iſracl:But how fallen? like Ab»er ypon a _ 
cnt 
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lent hand? or dyed he like 2 foole > Was he vnſenfible ofhis 
eltate? Were his hands, his mouth, his hearttied 2 Was his 
end without honour ? No brethren, he died in a full and rive 
age, when the Lord had made the moſt of his lite ; hedicd ir 
peace, he died with hopes of life in his heart, with words cf 
grace in his lips, and his Sunne did ictin the highett point, in 
g-earelt brightneſlc : cime, place, m1 nner,company,men, An- 
gels, God, and all conſpired together, rOdoe hm 2ll honour 
 1nhisdeath. Bleflethe God of all ſpirits for this, al! ye thar 
arcintereſſed 1n the fame protefiion and Religiov. Bicflethe 
Lord for this, that he io dicd, infuch a place, inſ{uch atime, 
in tuch a fort, as the Deuill hath receiued a foile,and Religion 
grace and honour by it. And thus Iſrael hath done his part 
in mournivg, in burying Saxmel at his houſe at Ramah. 

Now where is Dau:id ? Soone after Samuels death, you fnd 
him in the Wildernefie of Paran ; and this clauſe is like a 
corner ſtone, of doubic vie, ic clutcs one courſe, and begin= 
nexhanocher. This Paran was a Wildernefle, vaſt and teare« 
ful}, mountamous and rockic ; hither Daurg ettioones repai- 
red, when by Sax! he was periccuted : But why at this time 2 
truly now he hath tewcr triends than before, Samuel hee 
;nuch vicd before, asthe tory ihewerh vs : butnow Samvel 
js 2010, Now againe hee hath mmre e1.ermies than before ; 
Szal will be more buter : falie friends will be truc enemies , 
yea, now Ramahs retuge (perhaps) will yecld periccutors, 
and Samuelsfonnes as hke to hurt as harbour him : torthat ir 
is tie for D«rrd to flic. I ſnould doe you the grearett 
wrovg, topuriue my meclitations at large : giue mee leave to 
minde you of niy rhoughts, and I willfaucur your patience, 
Wharta {hare is ir for liracl, tor Ramah, tor Samrels houte, 
that whenthe old man 1s gone, Dd dare ſtay. no longer 
amonrglt them ? O what a ſhametull change is this ? whata 
blem.ſhto Samxels lucceſſors?ro all rhe Counne y? You that 
be in iſrael, ſfurmuing Samnel, take yato you thc heart, tir; 
and courage of Semnel - when perſecuted 'Dau1d comes varo 
you for ſuccour, drive hum not tntorhe Wilderneſle ; and let 
the friends: of Size! contimie the lite of Sammwe! inthetr 
houfes and þchauiours. Ramah was a City of refuge for di- 
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firefſ-d perſons, an habitation for the Leuites, a College for 
the Prophets,thither Da#id was cuer welcome; for Danidto 
be thruſt out by Doeg, to bee courſed from Ramah into the 
wilderneſle of Paran, is ſuch a blemiſh to the place,as can ne- 
ucr be waſhed out. But why (to goec on) feares Dania more 
now than before ? good reaſon; Saxl, and all like Saul, will 
now ſhew themſelues, and turne the infide outward. Sammels 
death is ewice mentioned, and ether time a ſhrewd pranke 
of Saxls : firſt hee perſecures David, as here ; ſecondly, hee 
runnes to Witches, ES am. 28.3, 7. In Samnels life time 
Witches went downe : but when Samuel was dead, Saxulcan 
relliſh ſorcery well enough. Thus the thoughts of many 
hcart will be diſcoucred vpon a Samwels death ; let Tehoradah 
be buricd, and ſaſh will come to his bent againe. Ler Salo. 
wr; head be once laid, good men, wiſe men,a fathers friends 
will benegleQed; greene heads, worthleſle perſons ſhall be 
entertained : Rohoboam would not haue done fo in Salomon; 
dayes ; but he is dead. Looke toit, looke to ic (my brethren) 
all ye that hauc profeſſed loue, zcale, religion in Samwels 
dayes, thatnow ye ſhew nor Saxls ſpirit ; beſetled, bereſo- 
luce (i11i for God, forthe Word, for profeſſion, fith the pre- 
cept andthe promiſe, andthe promiſer and heauen promiled, 
Rands asthey did. If now any of you ſhall ſteale from God, 
and flie to thecnemie;ſhall giue ouer his profeſſion, and turne 
perſecutor, ſcoffer, &c. he proclaimes his owne hypocriſic : 
God from heauen proc!aimes him a traitor, and will follow 
him with a crying conſcrcnce,and reftleſſe heart, till he hath lard 
him a: low as h,ll. Bur whither flew Dazid ? A poore refuge 
he hath, yet ſome;though Samuel be dead, yet he hath a ſhel. 
cer,ſuch asitis ; Dax#as lite hangs not wholly ypon Sammels, 
The ſinners of Sion now opened vpon him, and followed 
him with tull cric. Now his friend is gone, now his God is 
dead, now wee will bee ypon him, &c. Vpon him ? focliſh 
men: his God dead ? DazidsGod lives, though Same! be 
dead. His friend he hath loſt indeed, but not his father ; hee 
mult no more to Ramah, but in Paran ; there be rockes, hou- 
ſes, in heaven there is a rocke that will neuer faile; bleſſed be 
the Lord for this comfort; when the deuill cores, and the wic- 
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ked rape, his Daxid:s are carried vpon wings into the Wil. 
derneſle, where they finde a place. What ſhall I ay more? Sa. 
mel goeth to heauen, Darid mult abroad, both mult from 
Ramah : ſce what death can doe,it maketh a diuorce betwixt 
deareſt friends. What c fthat? Theretore cruſt nor in friends, 
therefore dote not ypon friends, therefore call ypon fricnds 
whileſt preſent,and ſay,This child mult ceaſe to be my child, 
this father to be my father, &c. we muſt be to one another, 
as if we had neuer beene with one another ; and therefore 
thinke of a departure. Therefore (in the ſecond place) make 
ſure Gods loue, get him to be thy triend, and that friendſhip 
is impregnable. Children thou mailt loſe, and wife, and pa- 
rents,and friends;death can ſweepe away theſe: but thy God 
thou canſt neuerloſe, if once at league with him : come whar 
will come, he will be ever for thee, cuer with thee; if in pri- 
ſon, he will be there; if in exile, there ;if inthe ſeas, there ; 
where thou art with prayers, he will be with comforts. And 
therefore, if a feruant get this Maſtec ; if a child, this Father ; 
if a widdow, this husband ; and then though all friends dye, 
yet thou ſhalt liue fo long as the heauens laſt, and Chrift Ie 
tus hues ; and liue in peace, and dye in hope, and riſc with 
ioy,and reigne in glory: 

Thus Ifracl and we haue brought two Samwe!s (theirs and 
ours)to their lodging; both fairhfull in their places, honoura- 
- ble iatheir deaths; both ſo neere in agreement, that in the 
ſtorie of the one you may reade the life of the other. My 
Text here cnds it ſelfe, and proceeds no lower into a parti- 
cular commendation of Sam el; and therefore ifT follow m 
Text, rather than the times, ir will not be offenſiue. ores 
Sammel islike to ſuch fruit as is ripe, and good when it is ga- 
thered, yer better if itlye a while : let him haue a time of mel= 
lowing, now he is gathered ; and his owne worth and our 
want, will ſet him farre beyord all verball praiſes. Inthe 

meane lets turne our ſclues trom praiſing man, to praiſe 

that God, to whom the praiſe of all that is praiſe= 
worthic is onely due,&c, 
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Poſter, Yu requeſted tio inlarge andrefine theſepaints bur [ 
find ſo much wrutenoftheſe arguments already, that 
were it rot more toſatisfieathers than my ſelfe, thou ſhouldeſt not 
(Reader ) have beenetroubledthm lrg. If rhow carſt get any 
thing by theſe broken Notes as they CE ; if God ener make me 
able ro doe theea better turne in any other kinde, I will, Tn the 
meanethe bleſſing of God be upon 5 and our Church. 
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
